Response to Amendment 

This office action is in response to remarks and amendments filed on December 12, 2010. 
The amendments and remarks filed have been entered and made of record. Claims 1-19 are 
pending for further consideration. 

Response to Arguments 



Applicant's amendments and arguments with respect to rejected claims have been 
considered and but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: Specification does not discuss or describe the claimed terminology "a 
processor unit for accessing a memory". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-4, 7, 9-10, 12, 15-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Regarding claim 1, 7 and 17 it's not clear to what does a processor unit for accessing a 
memory means in the context of this claim: because Claims 1, 7 and 17 are directed towards a 
service implemented by a processor unit and the specification does not recite the term "a 
processor unit for accessing a memory", and no specific definition is provided to define this 
claimed terminology. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. Claim elements in claim 1, 7 and 19, for example " a unit for analyzing packets to 
determine if packet under analysis form part of a connection; a unit for processing packets... to 
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determine the identifier. . .; a unit for creating an automation for processing the received packets 
... to a new connection. ..; a unit for creating new storage container., needed for storing...;" are a 
means (or step) plus function limitation that invokes 35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth paragraph. However, 
it is unclear whether the claim element is a means (or step) plus function limitation that invokes 
35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph, because it is unclear whether the claim limitation "a unit for 
analyzing a unit for processing. . . ; a unit for creating. . . ;, retain packet is modified by 
sufficient structure for performing the claimed function or it is unclear the corresponding is 
sufficiently disclosed in the written description of the specification. If applicant wishes to have 
the claim limitation treated under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth paragraph, applicant is required to: 

(a) Amend the claim to include the phrase "means for" or "step for" in accordance with 
these guidelines: the phrase "means for" or "step for" must be modified by functional language 
and the phrase must not be modified by sufficient structure, material, or acts for performing the 
claimed function; or 

(b) Show that the claim limitation is written as a function to be performed and the claim 
does not recite sufficient structure, material, or acts for perf orming the claimed function which 
would preclude application of 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. For more information, see MPEP 
§2181.
